Gas Explosions 
Kill Two, Cause 
Heavy Damage 


MADISON. W is . Jan

Three sim ultaneous gas explosions 
C hattered this city ’s early morn- 
irg calm today, bringing death to 
two persons and causing property 
dam age estim ated at m ore than 
half a million dollars 
Asst, F ire Chief Ed Durkin said 
that a prelim inary’ investigation 
indicated that the explosions—in 
widely separated areas of the city 
—w ere due to "m echanical fail­ 
ure in reduction valves that pro­ 
duced an excess of pressu re.” on 
the natural gas supplied to M ad­ 
ison consum ers. 
Killed were William M cG rath, 
63. a grocery employe, and his 
wife. 53. 
About 200 fam ilies were forced 
to leave their homes. 
The fire was so intense it could 
be seen for several miles. 
One or the three explosions and 
most serious was in the .McGrath 
home—less than half a mile west 
of Madison s Capitol Square — in 
an area of business places and 
rooming houses ‘or m any U niver­ 
sity of Wisconsin students. 
Durkin said that apparently all 
throe explosions occurred at the 
sam e tim e—shortly after midnight 
—but only two of them caused 
fires. 
The m ajor explosion blew the 
roof off the M cGrath home. The 
residence was adjacent to the Hy­ 
land • Hall Plum bing and Sheet 
Metal 
Co. 
which 
im m ediately 
caught fire after the explosion. 
Adjacent to the Hyland-Hall plant 
was a drug store, and next to that 
was an upholstery shop on the 
first floor and eight apartm ents 
above it. 
The dam age to the Hyland-Hall 
buildings was estim ated at "about 
$300,000,” by George Hall, presi­ 
dent of the firm . A nearby drug 
store had a loss of "at least $30,- 
000." one of the owners said. 
The explosions occurred in the 
M cGrath home, the Hansen body 
shop east of the square and at 
Truax Field, an Air Force base 
on the eastern outskirts of M adi­ 
son.

oSustenance In 
The Space Age 


So optimistic is the Air Force about the 
possibilities of space travel that it has begun 


studies of "food needs during space travel where 


journeys may be counted in weeks, or possibly in 


months or years.” This is the latest task of an 


Air Force lieutenant colonel who has the unique 


assignment of developing means of providing 
nourishment to jet fliers while in flight. 


Ll. Col. William D. Nettles, Air Force liaison 
officer at the Quai^crmaster Food and Container 
Institute for the armed forces in Chicago, says 
the problem of feeding modern fliers who speed 
through altitudes of 60 000 feet wrapped up in 
cumbersome suits and breathing dry oxygen is 
not an easy one. 


“ No matter how courageous and well-trained 
they are. if they become hungry their efficiency 
falls off and a multi-million-dollar craft is in 
danger of ending up as a heap of burned, twisted 
metal.” explains the colonel. The problem has 
hecome particularly acute because of the de­ 
hydrating effects of breathing dry oxygen and 
the greatly extended flying time now available 
to jet pilots. 


A device for feeding pilots liquids through 
a tube in their plastic masks has been in use for 
some time by the Air Force, but the problem now 
has become one of getting some solids or semi* 
solids into the flier s stomach 
Tests have shown 
liquids will satisfy hunger only up to 14 or 16 
hours, according to Nettles. 


All of which proves how complex modern 
living has become 
Man still has to eat. but his 
modern vocations have complicated what once 
were the most elementary processes.

Eisenhower, who was in Paris running NATO, to he the 
candidate. 
Eisenhower had never been a partisan, in

never voted in an election, as professional soldiers do 
not. In 1948. Harry Truman had given him considera­ 
tion as the candidate for the Dem ocratic Party when 
the

that he could not he elected 
Eisenhower possessed 
no experience in civil adm inistration or skill in party 
politics. 


N evertheless, he was nom inated and elected in 
1952 by an enorm ous vote and entered upon his first 
term as one of the most popular of Presidents, ll ever 
a man had a chance to rebuild a party, it was Eisen­ 
hower. However, he had no Republican traditions and 
there must be a vindictive strain in his nature because 
he soon showed a m arked dislike for all the supporters 
of Robert A. Taft and General Douglas MacArthur. He 
appointed a m ediocre New England Governor. Sher­ 
man Adams, as his political mentor and manipulator. 


The Republicans controlled the Senate for the first 
two years of the Eisenhow er Adm inistration, hut this 
period was wasted in an internecine war between 
Senator McCarthy and the White House, the conse­ 
quence of which was that the Republicans soon lost 
their narrow m ajority in the Senate. 
W hereas Eisen­ 
hower won by an enorm ous m ajority. Republicans in 
Congress and Republican Governors did not do so well. 
In the 1954 Congressional election, the Republicans lost 
the Congress, as they did in 1956, when Eisenhower 
was again overw helm ingly elected. 


One of the m ajor political difficulties of the 
Eisenhower Administration is that 
men do not 
disappear as 
rapidly 
as it 
m ay 
be 
politically, 
desirable. In a word, most active Republicans are 
still men and women who antedate Eisenhower in 
their party and they are resentful of the so-called 
^ “ Modern 
R epublicans” 
who 
have 
com e 
from 
P nowhere inlo (he party, whose nam es and faces 
are unknown to Republicans and som e of whom 
have had, according to other Republicans, repre­ 
hensible careers in the New and Fair Deals. The 
result is that the party is everyw here split and 
factious and there is no leadership in Washington 
which is acknowledged throughout the land. 


In fact, Sherman Adams has taken on an unpopu­ 
larity which m akes of him the party whipping boy. he 
being blam ed for all the disasters that have befallen 
the party. 


So this is the party that President Eisenhower 
faces as Congress reassem bles. 
Never in its history, 
not even in periods of total defeat, has the Republican 
Party been so weak and disunited. 
It is difficult to 
recall another exam ple of a political party growing 
steadily weaker while its own President is in the 
White House.
